himself wrote a letter to the RFC 
regarding a loan being sought in 
1948 by the Jack Tar tourist court 
of Hot Springs, in his home state. 


recalls that at the time 


he was at home in Fayettcville, had 
no secretary, and wrote the letter 
in long-hand. Continues Fulbrighl: 


"Apparently someone is trying to 


make something out of a letter from 
a senator being written in long- 
hand. There is 
nothing strange 


about it to me. I've done it numer- 
ous times when 1 didn't have a ste- 
nographer." 


The senator went on to say that 


while he kept no copy of this letter 
he would be very much "surprised" 
if it said anything other than he uiv 
dcrstood the tourist court had askcti 
for a loan of $500,000 and he hoped 
the RFC would give the application 
prompt and careful attention. Ho 
said he was certain ho had not urg- 
ed the RFC to approve this or any 
other loan. 


What's all the shouting about? 
Just this: A senator or congress-! 


man, the duly elected representa- 
tive of the people of a state or dis- 
trict, has a perfect right to call the 
RFC's attention to a project in the 
home state or district. This is the 
people's money, and the people's 
representatives have n perfect right

limits. 


But what Fulbright is talking 


about in the RFC investigation is j 
the interference of federal appoin-' 
tecs — bureaucrats actively inter- 
esting themselves in certain loans 
although they have no direct con- 
nection with the people whatsoever. 


The strange behavior of both the 


RFC' offices and the White HPMSO in. 
this matter makes il perfectly-clear 
that the reform Fulbright is after 
—centralization of RFC lending un- 
der one responsible head — is long 
past-due.
